Do you realize how greatly we 
aré influenced by numbers? It is easier to 
go along with the crowd than to stand apart 
and be different, especially if you are a 
growing child. The community influences 
make it easy to stray from a Christian home. 
Those unusual leaders that you support are 
models that we desperately need. . 

“Baptist work in Venezuela is relatively 
young when compared to other areas. How- 
ever, within the past 10 years, in which I 
have lived here, we. have been fortunate in 
receiving some new workers. ‘The national 
churches are growing, but they still need 
help. Their leaders are not usually from

wealthy homes, which is like saying that -

900,000 Persons Bar Smut Mailings 
Under New U. S. Postal Law 


WASHINGTON, D.C. (RNS)—Acting under a new law, 500,000 citizens 
have formally notified the U.S.; Postal Service that they don’t want to re- 
ceive ‘sexually oriented’ material in the mails. 


Any dealer mailing obscene material to people so registered can be 
imprisoned for five years or fined $5,000, or both, 


There has never been such a stiong reaction from the Public, postal 
officials said. e 


“For half a million people in less than a year to go to the trouble of 
cormpleting the form and sending it in is an indication that this material is 
bothering and concerning many families,” said Assistant Postmaster Gen- 
eral William Cotter, head of the Postal Inspection Service.
